Captain 
Knowles had been missed several months, 
and had been given up as lost. In Sept. 
1837, lie left New York for San Francisco in 
charge of the clipper ship Wild Wave. He 
arrived at San Francisco in February, and 
left on the 9tli for Valparaiso.

ADDRESS OF GOVERNOR BANKS. 

Governor Banks delivered his Address be¬ 
fore the Legislature on Friday of last week. It 
is a straight-forward common-sense document, 
abounding in useful information, statistics and 
Busieestions. We have never before road an 
executive message so practical and business¬ 
like, and we regret that the size of our sheet: 
will not admit its full publication. Wc give,! 
however, a synopsis of the most important, 
points in the address. The recommendations ] 
are mostly wise and worthy of careful consid- j 
eration by the Legislature. 

A more effective organization of the agricul¬ 
tural societies of the Commonwealth is one of 
the first of these recommendations. It is de¬ 
sirable in the opinion ot the Governor to secure 
a more full comparison of results, and to estab¬ 
lish State exhibitions every three or five years. 

The message urges upon the Legislature a 
favorable consideration of all measures de¬ 
signed to promote the manufacturing interests 
of the State, and says that it may be expedient 
to inquire what improvement can be made in 
legislation relating to other industrial interests. 
With the exception of a reduction in the valua¬ 
tion of one of the smaller maritime counties lor 
the present year, compared with last, of $4,- 
300,000, the industry of the State presents no 
unfavorable aspect. 

A thorough survey is taken of the affairs of 
our charitable institutions, and there are sever¬ 
al important recommendations in this connec¬ 
tion, such as a separation of the inmates into 
ol asses based upon the difference of discipline 
required by Americans and foreigners ; a mod¬ 
ification of the manner of supporting State 
paupers in the insane hospitals, &c. In this 
connection the Governor does not seem to be 
favorably impressed with the result of the ex¬ 
periment which has been made by the State in 
earing for its own paupers, and evidently fa¬ 
vors the old system which imposed a large part 
of the burden upon the towns. He advises

The attention of the Legislature is called to 
the manner in which the State tax is assessed 
upon polls in consequence of the recent decis¬ 
ion of the Supreme Court. The Governor rec¬ 
ommends that no poll tax be assessed upon mi¬ 
nors, and that no portion of the State tax be 
assessed upon polls. He renews the recom¬ 
mendation that a tax not exceeding one quar¬ 
ter of a dollar annually be imposed upon en¬ 
rolled citizens not numbered in the active 
militia. 

Thc Governor briefly touches upon the im¬

There are thousands of 
poor families who would take advantage of it 
and better their condition. One hundred and 
sixty acres of land for $10 makes a cheap farm 
But the pioneer who settles upon it should 
consider beforehand that there are disadvan¬ 
tages to encounter as an offset to the induce 1 
roents offered. We take it for granted that 
the bill will pass the Senate, though it meets 
the opposition of thc New \ork Herald and a 
few-fidgety politicians who.see in it a huge bug¬ 
bear, and fear that the treasury will bc robbed 
of its usual land receipts.

like all wrong doers, is her own worst enemy. 
1 say, then, continued the speaker, do thyself 
no harm, by cultivating bad acquaintances, or 
by the contracting of bad habits. Shun the 
cup as you would poison ; visit not the dunce 
room, the very air of winch is polluted ; touch

The Republic of Hayti. 

The flight ofSoulouque from Hay ti to Jamaica , 
in a British vessel, and the accession to power 
of Geffrard, the mulatto, again restores the ! 
Ilaytian Republic which Soulouque cast away 
in 1849, when he usurped the imperial power. 
Foulouque is an ebony negro, with more vanity 
than brains, and with less good sense than a 
Yankee boy of fourteen. He was born a slave 
and belonged to a French planter. He joined 
the army during the negro insurrections at the 
close of the last century, and gradually rose 
till 1847, when he became President of the Re¬ 
public. The next year he came out and declar¬ 
ed himself Emperor, under the title of Faus- 
tin L He established high-sounding titles for 
his officers, created orders of nobility, and is¬ 
sued proclamations of a magniloquent style, on 
the most trivial affairs. His officers and nobles 
were decked with gaudy pieces of ribbons and 
colored feathers. One was titled “His Grace, 
Duke of Lemonade,” and another “His High- 
acss, the Duke of Mannlade.” He aped the 
French court in every particular in his power. 
If he heard that Louis Napoleon had created 
a new title of honor, or established a new in¬ 
stitution of any kind, immediately the African 
Emperor issued a verbose proclamation an¬ 
nouncing the establishment of a similar title or 
institution in Hayti. His only commendable 
qualifications arc energy and perseverance.— 
Some years ago he desired to acquire Domini¬ 
ca, but having poor success in schemes of con¬ 
quest. an armistice was concluded for three 


speech is reported entire in the Boston Bee, 
and is w orthy of perusal.
